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THE London Engineer says: ‘“‘A philosopher of 
the Buckle type would have excellent grounds for 
associating the English language with mental inca- 
pacity in the heads of certain naval departments. 
In this country we have carried the undermanning of 
the engine-rooms of war ships tolerably close to the 
extreme limit. In the United States they appear to 
have gone beyond this point, and nothing remains 
save to extend a practice which has been begun in 
one ship to others, and send whole squadrons to sea 
without any engineer officers at all. Our own naval 
engineers have just and very ample grounds for 
complaint; but they are really well off compared with 
their professional brethren in the American Navy: 
For some extremely obscure reason the value of the 
engineer branch of the service to a nation appears to 
be persistently under-rated, not alone by the naval 
executive branch of the service, but at once by 
Parliament in this country, and Congress in the 
United States. It is a curious fact that nothing like 
this prejudice and neglect obtains in the naval ser- 
vices of any other countries. The two Engli-h- 
speaking nations are the only nations that under- 
value the services which naval engineers render, 
and fail to appreciate the enormous naval import- 
ance of those to whose hands is entrusted the care 
of enormously costly ships and machinery.”

ANOTHER ARMY GROWL. 

WETHER or not the Army has been improved by 
the various applications of reformatory measures ig 
a question of fact, and the men of all others whos 
opinions as to this should be asked are the officers 
in direct and daily contact with troops. We am 
glad to hear what they have to say, and glad to 
present their opinions in the way best calculated 
to direc: attention to them. We are to havea 
change of Administration, and the question 
whether we should have a change of policy is best 
determined in the light of frank and full discussion. 
We are disposed to promote such a discussion, and 
officers who favor us with their opinions may be 
quite sure that we understand the delicacy of their 
position and shall use whatever they may send us 
with due reserve. Another officer who writes freely 
to us on the subject of the present condition of the 
Army says: 

“‘In the JourmaL of Jan. 21, under the head of 
‘Some Army Growls,’ are some solid chunks of 
frozen truth. Just as sure as you are born, G. O.'s 
80 and 81, of 1890, and G. O. 21, 1891, have raised 
the devil with our poor old Army, and on top of all 
comes the recent preposed legislation to prohibit a 
man from enlisting after ten years’s service. It 
seems as if everything possible is being done to 
break up discipline and esprit de corps. 

** As one officer who has served almost without a 
break for nearly twenty-eight years with troops, I 
say that our Army to-day is not, so far as morale 
and real discipline, one-third as good as it was 
fifteen years ago. It is better fed, better clothed, in 
better barracks, shoots better, and in other ways is 
better provided for, but as a fighting machine it has 
gone backward. Lineal promotion, and the power 
to transfer officers at will, has done wonders in 
breaking up all regimental feeling among officers, 
and the constant changes and general unrest in the 
ranks has done the rest. The old ‘bunkeyship’ 
among the men is gone, and they care nothing for 
each other or for their officers. 

‘Take, for instance, my own company: A few 
years ago I had from fifteen to twenty men who 
had served ten, twelve or fifteen years in it, and 
who knew no other home, and who could be de- 
pended upon to go to hell, if necessary to obey 
orders, and who would no more think of running 
away, or questioning an order, than they would 
think of refusing to take a drink of good whiskey. 
To-day it is filled with wet-nosed boys, full of 
whims and unrests, asking for change of post, regi- 
ment, company and arm of Service on any restraint 
of their own notions of what they should have. It 
is as true as that there is a God, and some fine day 
this country will find that their poor little Army 
has been tampered with until it is not what it used 
to be—ever ready, reliable and faithful unto death. 
I know the inspectors report that everything is 
lovely, and all that. What the devil do they know 
about it, anyhow? The men are clean, healthy, 
fairly well drilled, look well under arms, but the 
soldier spirit is not there. The officers who serve 
with troops know what isthe matter. Not long 
since a huge General Court-martial assembled at 
this post, and this subject was thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and the opiuion was very decided that the 
Army is going to the devil as fast as itcan. There 
is no mistake but that Secretary Proctor did more 
to injure the Army than any man who ever had any 
thing to do with it, but no one can doubt his 
honesty of purpose or his desire to benefit the en. 
listed men. 

‘**It is a great mistake to discourage old soldiers 
from re-enlisting. A few in a company give it a 
wonderful staying-power on a skirmish line, and 
their example teaches the youngsters very fast in 
the care of arms, clothes, rations, and in the tricks 
of camp life. I would rather have fifty men on 4 
campaign, ten of whom had seen real service, than 
to have one hundred new men.” 

Another officer says: ‘‘I am satisfied that the 
theorists, with the best notions in the world, are 
utterly at fault with regard to our wants, and that 
the efficiency of the Regular Army is seriously en- 
dangered by their experiments. No time seems to 
be given to us to test the valueof what has been 
forced upon us before new changes come to turn 
our ‘order’ into chaos. I think that the editorials 
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of January 21 and 28 express in substance the 
actual state of affairs and the dangers attendant 
upon too rapid change in a conservative body such 
as the Army.” 


WE publish elsewhere the correspondence result- 
ing in the retirement of Brigadier General Eugene 
A. Carr. General Carr is undoubtedly contending 
for a principle which should be recognized in our 
Service. No officer should be promoted to the rank 
of Brigadier General, unless he is qualified in every 
respect to exercise the functions of that command, 
and he should not be subject to the operations of 
the law which authorizes the President to compul- 
sorily retire him, unless it can be shown that he is 
no longer fitted to exercise command. Whatever 
may be said as to the propriety of General Oarr’s 
making way voluntarily, for the promotion of 
others whose only opportunity for further promo- 
tion depends upon his creating a vacancy, it is 
obvious that the position of General! Officer ought 
not to be made a matter of bargain. General Carr 
was in the field with his regiment, the 6th Oavalry, 
when the news of his appointment reached him 
and he accepted the appointment by telegraph. 
On his arrival in Washington he was told by General 
Schofield that he had promised President Harrison 
that he, General Carr, would retire in season to 
enable the President to make another promotion. 
General Carr declined to sanction that arrangement 
and declared that he never would have accepted 
the appointment subject to any such conditions and 
that, as he had already been confirmed by the 
Seuate, it was too late for him todecline. When, 
in January, he was pressed to ask for retirement, 
he refused to do so, on the ground that such action 
would compromise him asasoldier. He was ac 
cordingly informed that a recommendation for his 
retirement under the law of 1862 would be sent to 
the President, and this has followed. There are 
forty other officers subject, or who will soon be sub- 
ject, to the operations of the law which has resulted 
in the retirement of General Oarr. It becomes 
important, therefore, to consider what principle 
should govern presidential action in such cases. 
What we have said here is simply in recognition of 
sound principles, and is not intended by any means 
to antagonize the very desirable promotions which 
are expected to follow the transfer of General Carr 
to the retired list. 











Tue London Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘In 
the Edinburgh Review, a clever article on Ericsson, 
based upon Mr. W. O. Church's ‘Life,’ with lights 
from Oapt. Eardley-Wilmot, will be read with in- 
terest. It takes, in fact, the form of an accusation 
of our Admiralty officials for not having used the 
great powers of the imperious and hasty Swede. 
The story of his life is well told, and his services 
to naval construetion are unfolded one by one. 
Others built upon the foundations he laid. Evyolu- 
tion followed revolution. But the screw still re- 
mains practically as Ericsson left it, and it was he 
who brought serew-propulsion to practical success.”» 
The Review devotes thirty-two pages to a thorough 
analysis of Oolonel Church’s book and a presenta- 
tion of the facts of Ericsson’s career. It is very 
gratifying to the author to find his conclusion con. 
cerning Ericsson accepted by this high authority, 
especially in view of the fact that they were con- 
trary to accepted opinion at the time his work was 
published. The author’s estimate of the Monitor is 
not fully accepted, and he is accused of injustice to 
Cowper Coles. Quoting Bacon's description of *‘all 
ingenious and accurate mechanical inventions” as a 
labyrinth, the Review says of Ericsson: ‘‘No 
one ever penetrated more successfully into the in- 
tricacies of the labyrinth. No one met with more 
opposition. Men with all their ingrained prejudi- 
ces proved more intractable than matter, subject 
only to inexorable laws. Science, with a free hand, 
revealed innumerable secrets to her favored son, 
whose greatest difficulties lay outside her realm.” 








THE War Department authorities are feeling very 
sore over the dangerous piece of legislation inserted 
in the Army Appropriation bill, at the instance of 
Senator Proctor, in regard to the restriction on en- 
listments after ten years’ service. It was hoped 
that this matter would at least be left within the dis- 


cretion of the Secretary of War, and an amendment 
to that effect was strongly urged from the War 
Department? The amendment, as finally agreed 
upon in conference, prevents the re-enlistment of 
any mau who has served ten years as a private. 
The adoption of this feature of the conference 
report gave rise to considerable discussion as to the 
danger of putting special legislation in appropria- 
tion bills. In explanation of the matter in connec- 
tion with the pay of first sergeants and ser- 
geants, Mr. Proctor said: ‘‘ Perhaps about one- 
tenth of the saving and the economy of that propo- 
tion, which will eventnally lead to doing away with 
the retired list for enlisted men, in my view very 
far surpasses the expenses from the slight increase 
to first sergeants ; the difference between $25 and 
$30 a month to them would be something like 
$25,000 per year; while the other measure prac- 
tically does away with the retired list for enlisted 
men.”’ 





THE well worn phrase chat “one campaign in 
Washington is worth three with the Indians” when 
the question of promotion is involved applies with 
considerable force to the appointment which has 
jast been made to the vavancy in the Pay Corps of 
the Army. Lieut. J. A. Dapray, 23d lnf., earries off 
this staff appointment—the last within the gift of the 
President. Jieut. Dapray isa very fortunate offi- 
cer. It does not often happen that a jump from 
Lieutenant to Major is made, and the occurrences 
are equally rare of officers obtaining a majority af- 
ter 12 years service. While many of the thousand 
officers—Captains and Lieutenants—who have been 
jumped in rank would probably not care to give up 
professional work for duty in the Pay Corps, there 
are others of them with good war records who would 
gladly have taken the promotion. It is fair to Lieut. 
Dapray to say, however, that his long experience 
on staff duty well qualifies him for the office to 
which he bas been appointed, and beinga young 
officer he will be more of an acquisition to the corps 
than an aged civilian. We understand that Lieut. 
Dapray is likely to meet with opposition to his con- 
firmation,not on personal grounds,but because there 
is a strong aversion to making further additions to 
the corps, when the Senate Military Committee has 
put itself on record as‘favoring a reduction in its 
numbers. They yielded in the case of Major Hal- 
ford as a favor to the President, but it is intimated 
now that they will draw the line at that case. 








Mr. Coarves A. VOIGHT, in an article on the coast 
defence systems of Germany and France, in the 
United Service Magazine, assures us that the transfer 
of the German coast defences from the army to the 
navy has been attended by the most satisfactory re~ 
sults, and that both naval and military officers are 
unanimously agreed that the efficiency both of 
these defences and of the navy iteelf has been 
greatly increased. ‘‘Now that the forts on the coast 
and the torpedo defences are commanded by naval 
officers and manned by sailors, Germany has reached 
a unity in the defence of the coast that can scarcely 
be found in any other country.” 








Tas lst and 4th New York Districts tothe Mili- 
tary Academy are still vacant. The new appor- 
tionment of Congressional ;Districts, which goes 
into effect on March 4, will add twenty-four ap- 
polatments each to the West Pointand Miltary 
Academies. President-elect Cleveland will have 
the appointment of four cadets-at-large to the 
Naval Academy for admission in June next, owing 
to the failure of four of President Harrison's ap. 
pointments in the recent semi-annual examina- 
tion. 





Tux enlargement of Fort Wayne, Mich., to a regi- 
mental post is now made possible by an act recently 
signed by the President, authorizing the acceptance 
of a large tract of land adjoining the post. No ap- 
propriation, however, bas been made for new build- 
ings beyond the regular item for enlargement of 
military posts, and as this is cut down below the 
usual allowance, not much, if any, of it will be al- 
lotted to Fort Wayne. 








THE post exchange system will, we infer, now be- 
come more firmly rooted in view of the act ap- 
proved Jan. 28, 1883, which provides that ‘“‘ where a 
vacancy now exists or hereafter occurs in the posi- 
tion of post trader at any military post it shall not 
be filled, and the authority to make such appoint- 
ment is hereby terminated.” . 








Tug troops at Washington Barracks, Fort Myer, 
Fort McHenry and Fort Monroe are to act as es- 
cort to the President om March 4 next. Colonel L. 
L. Livingston, 34 U. 8. Artillery, will command the 
escort. 





In a long editerial on the Meeker decision the 
Brooklyn Eagle says: “This administration has 
secured excellent service from Admira! Walker, The 
former administration of Grover Cleveland did so, 
too, and the next administration of Grover Cleve- 
land will also secure it. He is a man of brains, 
patriotism and knowledge. Those are qualities 
which tell, in spite of the naval theory that merit 
rattles around in seniority, that ability is the 
progeny of longevity and that capacity is inherent 
in the act orartof not dying. The admiral has a 
koack of over emphasizing himself. He should be 
eontent with thinking and acting in italics. When 
be burgeons into small or large capital letters, he is 
excessive. Tracy and Whituey both understood 
that. The next Secretary will also understand it; 
but those who are holding an autopsy on him, be- 
cause of the Meeker incident, which has happily and 
satisfactorily terminated, are more than premature’ 
His ambition must net expand to his capacity. H's 
capacity should adjust itself a little better to the 
traditions and routine of the Navy, which favor the 
coronation of mediocrity and the restraint of acro- 
batic genius. But when that is done and when that 
is aJowed for, the fact will remain that the Navy 
and the administration to begin soon will have no 
better and brighter officer and none with more exe- 
ecutive skill, more knowledge, more accurate sense 
of fit men for fit functions. Oaptain Meeker is all 
right. All's well that ends well; but those who 
think that the hatches have been battened down on 
John G. Walker, or that he has been madeintoa 
turnpike, to be trodden on at will, mistake the Goy- 
ernment’s need of ability for their want of it and 
underrate the quality of ability to get tv the front 
—even in the Navy and even in times of peace.” 





AT the request of an old subscriber, an Army offi- 
oer, we republish the remarks of a correspondent, 
which appeared in last week's number in regard to 
discharge hy purchase, etc., under the act approved 
June 16, 1890: *“* This discharge by purchase system, 
is ruining the Army, and the law aids in the ruin by 
enabling the man, nolens volens, to save the money 
te leave the Army at the very time his services are 
beginning to be useful in the line of his profession. 
Can't the JourNAL bring the matter into promia- 
ence and help secure an abrogation of this obnoxi- 
ous law, or some changein the regulations under 
thelaw? General Orders Nos. 80 and 81, are becom- 
ing a ‘stink in the nostrils’ with all right minded 
and faithful company commanders.”’ This last cor- 
respondent adds: “You can keep the matter in pro- 
minence by constantly republishing it until some 
amelioration is made by our legislators and military 
superiors.”

BECENT DEATHS. 

A VETERAN officer whoin the days gone by made 
his mark in the curriculum atthe Military Acad- 
emy, West Point, Professor William H. OC. Bartlett, 
U. 8. Army, retired, died February 11, at his home 
in Yonkers, N. Y. He was born in Lancaster, Pa.,, 
in 1809, removed in early youth with his parents to 
Missouri, and in 1822 was appointed to the Military 
Academy. in July, 1826, he was graduated, head of 
his class, and was promoted to the Corps of Engi- 
neers. From 1827 to 1829, he was on duty at West 
Point in the Engineering Department; from 1829 to 
1834 rendered important service inthe matter of 
coast fortifications, in November, 1834, returned to 
his Alma Mater as Acting Professor of Natural and 
Experimental Philosophy, and on April 20, 1836, was 
appointed professor in that department. From that 
date to February 14, 1871, he continued on duty in 
this position, with marked ability,and then was 
retired from active service on his own{application, 
after forty years of continuous service. In 1837 the 
degree of A. M. was conferrod upon him by the 
New Jersey College at Princeton, and the degree of 
LL. D. in 1847 by the Geneva College. Hv was the 
author of a number of text books, “ Treatise on 
Optics,” “Synthetical Mechanics,” ‘Acoustics and

Optics,” “Analytical Mechanics,” and “Spherical 
Astronowv,” all designed for the use of the cadets 
at West Point. He wasa member of several scien- 
tific institutions, and in 1863 became a Corporator of 
the National Academy of Sciences. After his re- 
tirement in 1871, he accepted the position of the 
actuary of the Mutual Life [nsurance Co., of New 
York, and for eighteen years performed with 
marked ability the intricate duties of that posi- 
tion, antil obliged to relinquish on account of fail- 
ing health. Professor Bartlett hada large family. 
Of those livine are Col. Chas. G. Bartlett, 9th Inf., 
Capt. W. C. Bartlett, U.S. A., retired, Eiward CO. 
Bartlett, artist, Miss E. W. Bartlett and Mrs, M. D. 
Carling. One of bis daughters was the deceased 
wife of Major General J. M. Schofield, U. S. Army. 
Another sov, Edward C. Bartlett, who died last 
september, was formerly an officer in the Ist U.S. 
Cavalry, and at the time of bis death was an orange 
planter in Florida. The funeral services took place 
at St. Paul’s Church, Yonkers, February 16, after 
which the remains were taken to West Point for 
interment. Such is a brief record of the distin- 
guished career of an able and faithful officer in the 
service of his country. 

LIEUTENANT Lovett K. Reynoups, U.S. N., com- 
manding the Coast Survey steamer Endeavor, is one 
of the latest victims of the deadly cable car. Naval 
circles in Washington were greatly shocked on 
Wednesday last to learn that this popular officer had 
met with an accident, which terminated fatally. 
While attempting to jump onthe front partof a 
grip car near the Treasury, ae missed bis footing and 
was dragged urder the wheels about twenty feet, 
badly crushing the bones in both legs and breaking 
them above the knees. He died in the foliowing 
morning, after a vigbt of intense suffering. He was 
a native of Alabama and ason of the late Minister 
to Bolivia, who was killed by falling down an ele- 
vator sbaft in St. Louis. Lieut. Reynolds was a fine 
officer. He wore a decoration conferred by Austria- 
Hungary for heroism in rescuing a shipwrecked 
crew and was a member of the Greely Relief Expe- 
dition. He entered the Naval Academy in 1871 and 
was promoted lieutenant June 25, 1+91. 


Rear ApmIRAL A, L, Case died in Washington on 
Feb. 17 at the advanced age of 80 years. 


Majon-GENERAL SIR THOMAS DURAND BAKER, 
a distinguiebed «ficer of the British Army, died 
Feb. 10, at Pau, France. 


GENERAL JuLIo Campo, formerly a brigadier gen- 
eral in theregular army of tbe U. S. of Colombia 
and a nephew of ¢x-Vice President Jose M. Campo- 
Serrano, died in East Orange Feb. 14. 


CeLoneL A. (. Dawes, general passenger agent of 
the Burlington lines, who died Feb. 3, at Tampa, 
Fia., was bigbly esteemed by officers of the Army 
with whom he bad a large and intimate acquaint- 
ance. 


GeyrrRaL Unysses DOUBLEDAY, a distinguished 
officer of Volunteers during the war, died Feb. 11, 
at Tyronne, N. (. He was a brother of the late 
General Abner Doubleday, U. 8. Army, who died at 
Mendban, N. J., recently. 


Tus news of thesad death by drowning of Miss 
Grace L. Stevenr, daugbter of Hon. Jonn L, Stevens, 
U.S. Minister at Hawaii, will be read with sorrow 
by many Navy cfficers who bave enjoyed the bospi- 
tality of the legation during the last four years, 


Joun 8. Maury, who died at Baltimore, Md., Feb. 
14, entered the Navy as midsiinpman in 1538, at 
tained the grade of Lieut. Aug. 1, 1853. and wus dis- 
miseed April 18, 1861, beving linked bis fortunes 
with the Confederacy. He soon attained high rank 
in the Confederate Navy. 


GENERAL THOUMAS, who died recently in France, 
was ae briiliant writer as wellas a gallant soldier. 
who saw servicein the Crimea and inthe war of 
1870. He was theauthor, among other works, of 
“Les Tra sformations de l’Armée Francaise” (1887), 
“Les Grands Cavaliersdu Premier Empire’ (1890- 
92), “Le General Curelv” (1887), “Souvenirs Milituaires 
de Victor Dupuy"’ (1892), aud the ‘“Causeries Mili- 

aires’ of the Temps, tbe lastof which was pub- 
lished on Jan. 10, alter the death of its author. 


Mr. Cearvtes Woopson Bates, who died Feb. 1, 
after a brief illness,uc the reeidence of his sister, 
Mrs. Eno. in St. Louie, entered the Military Acad- 
ewy in 1862, and after staying there for some years 
resigned before graduation. He leaves a widow 
and three daughters. The deceased was a son of 
Edward Bates, Attorney General in President Lin- 
eoln’s first term. His surviving brothers are Dr. 
Julian Bates, of St. Louis, Mo., and Col. J. C. Bates, 
24 U.8. Infaviry. His eldest brother, Judge Bar- 
ton Bates, of Missouri, died in December 1892. 


Carter BRAXTON POINDEXTER, who died at bis 
home in Nortoik County, Va., opposite the Navy- 
d, Feb. 14, aged 77, was appoic:ed a midshipman 
nthe Navy in November, 1831; attained the rauk 
of lieutenant 1n 1841, and serve with distinction in 
the Mexican war. When Virginia seceded he was 
executive officer of the battiesb:p Pennsylvania, the 
receiving shipat the Nortoilk Navy-yaru. Heoff-red 
his services tothe State o’ iIrginia, and was dis- 
missed the service of the U.S. April 18, 1861. 


Dr. JOSEPH CRAVEN, & distinguisbed surgeon and 
inventor, snd in ope respect a historic character, 
died at Patchogue, L. I., Feb. 14, from paralysis. He 
went tothe war as surgeon ot a New Jersey regi- 
ment, was advanced to high raok and was placed io 
charge of the medical department of the expedition 
to South Carolina under Gen. A. G. Wright. He was 
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afterwards medical director of the Department of 
the S»utb, and directed the medical equinment of 
the expedition against Fort Wagner aod, Fort Sum- 
ter, After that he acted as medical direbtor of the 
10th Army Corps in Virginia with M2j.-Gen. Quincy 
A. Gil'more, and sti!' later as medical direcror of 
the Department of Virgin'a and North Carolina. 
While filling the Istrer position be was given full 
charge of J¢ fferson Davis during bis incarceration 
at Fort Monroe. After the war be wrote a book on 
the prison life of J+ fferson Davie, treating the Con- 
federate leader generously. Dr. Craven was the in- 
ventor of a successful submarine cable for tele- 
grapbic purposes and invented the first gutta percha 
covering for the purp».e of insulating wires. 


Carrain Henry Joun Paruips. Assistant Sur- 
geon, U. 8. A., died in Uctobrr. 1879, and left a cor- 
siderable estate. A Portland, Ore , despatch of Feb, 
15 says: *“ In the suit at law of Mre, Louisa P2unce- 
forte and dauebters, Clara Evelyn and E'enor 
Pauncefote, »gainst Julian Pauncefote Inelefield 
and Lionel Dalton Inglefield, an order bas heen 
secured for the sale of property valued at $50 000 
and the division of the proceeds among the parties, 
The property was bequeathed to them by Capt. 
Phillips. Mrs. Pauncefote is a sister-io law of Sir 
Julian Pauncefote. the British Minister, and u sister 
of Capt. Poillips. The Inglefields are grandnephews 
of Sir Julian. 








Tue Sons of the Revolution and the Sons of the 
American Revolution, after a conference between 
delegates representing the two organizatione, have 
finally failed to coms together, and are probably 
further apart than ever. Toey made rapid progress 
to an agreement apparently, but at the last moment 
the Sonsof the Revolution recommended that a 
joint committee, consisting of two members from 
each society, with a referee who belonged to neither, 
should be appointed to examine the credentials of 
all the members of both societies and revise the list, 
and recommending also that only those be placed 
on thut revised list be admitted to membhersbip in 
the united society. Among the delegates from the 
two societies preseut were Gen. Horace Porter, who 
presided; Gen. A. W. Greely, U.8. A., Gen. J. C. 
Breckenridge, U.S. A.; Lieut. J. C. Cresap, 0.8.A.; 
Gen. Theo. L. Peck and Col. Fioyd Clarkson. 








DISREGARDING the usual rule of secrecy co ncern- 
ing Cabinet sppointments, President-elect Cleve- 
land bas taken the public into bia confidence and 
permitted the announcement of bis selections thus 
far as follows: Secretary of State, Walter Q. 
Gresham, of [ndiana ; Secretary of the Treasury, 
John G. Carlisle, of Kentucky; Secretary of War, 
Daniel 8. Lamont, of New York; Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, Wilson 8. Bissell, of New York; Secretary of 
the Interior, Hoke Smitb, of Georgia. The selec- 
tion of Colonel Lamont is particularly gratifying 
to the Army, and tber previous experience with 
Mr. Cleveland justifies them in expecting an im- 
partial and able administration of Army affairs. 
Judge Gresham is an old soldier, and one of the 
officers of the Commandery-in-Chief of the Loyal 
Legion. He has heretofore beena Republican in 
politics. 








Tue Senate Military Committee at its meeting 
on Tbursday took favorable action on all the pend- 
ing Army nominations, except G. T. Kirby, who 
was nominated last week to be Captain of Infantry, 
in accordance with toe act of 1882,and Lt. J. A. 
Dupray to be Mejor and Paymaster. Serious 
opposition was developed against both of these 
nominations. Against Capt. Kirby, because of bis 
court-martial record ; against Lieut. Dupray be- 
canse of the desire of the committee to reduce the 
number of paywasters, and also because of objec- 
tion made by certain Senators to the appointment 
of junior officers to the high rank of Major. As the 
committee will probably not hold another meeting 
during the present session, it is not unlikely that 
both of these appointments will lapse with the 
session. 





THE nomination of Col. E. 8. Otis to the vacant 
Brigadier-Generalship caused by the retirement of 
Gen. Carr is looked for during the early part of the 
coming week. It is barely possible that Col. Carlin 
may first be appointed and immediately retired, as 
recommended by Gen. Schofield. This, it is said, 
will be done, if the President can receive an assur- 
ance that Col. Carlin will be promptly confirmed: 
but as the vacancy was made primarily to enable 
the Admipistration tu Keep its promises with its 
friends, no risk will be run. 





Tue enforced retirement of General Carr is mak- 
ing the friends of General Williams a little nervous, 
but our best information at the present time is that 
he will not be disturbed, though from the manner 
in which Army appointments are being bandled at 
tbe present time, there is no telling what may 
bappen.

Tue movement inaugurated some week.’ ago to 
bring abuut the retirement of Brie. Gan. Eugene A, 
Carr, as toresbadowed in the JovewNat, bas culmin- 
ated iv an order directing that officer’s retirement 
from Feb. 15. In this connection the following cor- 
respondence will be interesting:

fer, wag revorted tome, The question whether you shall 
aek retirement is wholly for you. I would not beve your 
decision in any way emba by anything that your 
friends may heve unadvisediy said as to your wisbes or 
purposes, The General Commanding the Army has reoom- 
mended your retirement, and any suggestions you may 
bave to submit, either as to the power of the President to 
make such an order, or as to its advisability, should be

Genera! EB. A. Carr be retiree from th active service under 
the aut bority conferred upon the President in section 124 
of the Revised Statutes; that thereupon Col. W. P. Carlin 
be appoioted brigadier-general,and at once retired from 
the active servics, aod that the President then select for 
promotion to the grade of brigadier-zeneral a younger col. 
ovel with reference to the valuable service he may be able 
to ren“er in that and bigher grades.

On the day before this letter of the President to 
Gen. Carr was written. to wit, the Goaneral bad put 
into the hands of the President his protest against 
said enforced retirement. In that letter he said: 

“My record in the Army is the only lerscy I bave te 
transmit to my posterity,and I bave determined that no 
act of mine,by accepting a promotion secured by unautbor- 
ized promises of mv retirement,sba!! be part of that record, 
If I em to be retired for the purpose of giving place to 
another man under a law at least questionabie, and that 
was never intended to be used for sich'a purpose, I bave 
made up my mind to stand to what I conscientiously be- 
lieve to be the duty of a soldier,and that is not to bea 
party to or to ratity any agreement that would in the 
slightest manner effect my standing am dogst the onticers of 
the Army with whom I have served g0 long.” 


These communications are embodied in a lengthy 
memorial prepared bv Messrs. Shellenborger and 
Wilson as counsel for Geo. Carr, protesting against 
bis enforced retirement. In tbis memorial the 
counsel do not deny that the President bas the au- 
thority to retire Gen. Carr without au application 
from bim, but they take the ground that 


If General Carr is to be, against bis protest, forced upon 
the retired list, it must be ause there is, in his 
some cause or rexsson growing out of the good of the mill- 
tary Service why he shou'a be singled out for compulsory 
retirement. * * * The language of such displacement 
at such a time and uoder said provisions of the statutes so 
favoring only retirements for cause establisned before a 
board, or retirements of all alike at sixty-four, or re- 
tirements only upon request of the officer, unm stakably is 
that which saysto him: *, Your unfitness is such that the 
pub'ic welfare will not permit you to remain, even fora 
yer, and up to that time when this statute, with even jus 
ea vill retire, alike, you and all your associates of your 
clans, 


Concerning the statement inthe President’s let- 
ter that *“‘Itis true that several friends of yours 
have said to me, both before and since your ap- 
pointment, that you costemplated an early retire- 
ment,’’ the memorial saye: 


The element which constitutes, in the apprehension of 
General Carr, the must reprehensible feature of this ua- 
authorized appeal to tne President ia bebalf of Gan. Cacr’s 
promotion and retirement isthe fact that is disclose in 
various ways and consvicucusly by the letter of the General 
of the Army to the President, of date January 81, 1893, 
above quoted.

ARMY AND NAVY APPROPRIATION BILLS. 


THE ae A appropriation bill as finally agreed 
upon in conference, and as it wilijJbecome a law, has 
the following provisions: 

And on and after July 1, 1893, the pay per month of first 
sergeants shail be $25 per month, sergeants $18 per month, 
and in bth clesses the Incicase of pay for length of service 
as pow provided by law. 


For maru'‘acture of arms at the National Ar- 
mories, $400000: Provided. That no part of tbis 
appropriarion spall be expended for man ifacture 
magezine rifies of foreign invention until such mag- 
azine rifl sof American invention as may be pre- 
sented for tests to the War De-psrtment within the 
pext sixty days shall bave been tested by a board of 
officersto be selected by the Secre’ary of “ar, 
which shall report to the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortification on or before July 1, 1893. If the de 
cision of said Board of Officers shail bein favor of 
apy American invention, and sball also receive the 
approval of tbe Ordnance and Fortification Board, 
and of the Secretary of War. then this anopr prie- 
tion, or such part thereof asthe Secretary mav di- 
rect, shall be expended in the manu‘acture of such 
American arm: Provided further. Tnat if no such 
American invention sbxil be recommended by said 
Board or reveive the approval of the Secretary of 
War this appropriation shall be applicable to the 
manufacture of the magazine arm recommended 
for trial by the board recently in session and ap- 
proved bv the Secretary of War. 

For expenses of recruiting and transportation of 
cruits from rendezvous to depot, including sending 
of recruitine parties to small towns, and pot ex- 
ceeding $1200 forthe payment of a clerk to the 
officer dubursing the appropriation; in all $130,000. 
Also including actual avd necessary cost of trans 
portation of aco-pted applicants from their homes 
to places of enlistment, when authorized by the 
Secretary of War. And bereafter, in time of peace, 
no recruit sball be enlisted in the Army for the first 
time who is over thirty years of age, and no private 
shall bere-enlisted who bas served ten yeurs or 
more, or who is over thirty five yeare of age, excep 
such as bave siready served as enlisted men for 
twenty years or upwards. 

Tbe proviso reducing the rank of Chief Signal 
Officer was stricken out and one was adopted limit- 
ing the expenditures for mileage during the first 
balf of the @ o«l year to three fifths of the appro- 
priation and to one half of the remainder for each 
of the succeeding quarters. $17,000 is anpropriated 
for a military telegraph line trum furt Ringgold to 
Fort Mclotosb. 

The report on the Navy Appropriation Bill by 
Mr. Herbert from tbe House Committee on Naval 
Affairs 18 a very interesting document. It contains 
&1e-ume of the progress of the work upon our new 
Navy which is a marvellous record of the capacity 
of American manufactuters to adapt themseives to 
bew condaitions, and astatement of the changes in 
Naval warfare that led uptoit. Attention is called 
to the encouraging fact that since Secretary Whit- 
bey began bis sysiem of contracting for vessels in 
in 1886, the price of the matérials entering into the 
compusition of a modern ship bas been reduced 
fully one-Lalf, and the price of a completed ship, 
exciuding armor, bas gone down 33 per cent. 

None of the veseels which have been completed 
bas waited for its guns, Main batteries, rapid fire 
8nd machine guos bave been promptiv furnished, 
aud these weapons are now being supplied in abund- 
ance, all of domestic manufacture and superior in 
quaiy, it is believed, to any made elsewhere. 

As to the continuation of the work it is recom- 
Dended that no more cruisers be built until we 
bave seven or eigbt more battleships and a reason- 
abie pumber of torpedo boats. This will remove 
us from the seventh to the fifth rank among navies. 
As delays ure likely to occur in providing armor, 
80d some of those now ordered will be waiting two 
years beper, pr Ovision for another battleship is not 
TecommMend+d, The total appropriation recom- 

Dended is $24 773,998.21, iucluding $6,900,000 for in- 
Crease of the Navy.

TESTS OF THE VESUVIUS. 


The official trials of the guns of the Vesuvius con- 
tinued tne past week at Port Royal have not proved 
as successful as many anticipated, which is ascribed 
to the failure of the fuses to explode the charge iu 
the shells fired. As far as the accuracy of the shots 
£9, reports state them to be entirely satisfactory. 
Ono Feb. 10 five shots were fired from the 1,200 yard- 
raage, eaco shell containing eight ounces of gun- 





@y bave beea elected representatives to the Seventh Quad- 
tania] Congress, to assemble in St. Paul, Minn., April 1%, 
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each failed to explode. On F-b 11, four shots were 
fired, each being charged this time with 15 pounds 
of gunpowder, the guncotte having been with- 
drawn, The shots fell from 59 to 100 yards from 
the target, and none exploded 

There was no firing on F+b. 13. the tims being de- 
voted in trying to ascertain tha cause of the “a 
and ocoalipe ship. On Feb. 15 three shells load 
with some 80 oounds of gunco:ton were fired, falling 
5, 25, ard 50 yards frem the target; none of them 
exp'oded. 

Thus far twelve loaded shells bave been fired with 
Rapieff fuses, and not oue of them has exoloded the 
bursting charge. It is considered certain, there- 
fore, that iv its present form Captain Rapieff’s fuse 
is a complete failure. [t may ba chiigei 80 as to 
give perfectly satisfactory results, but at the prese- 
ept time no one can tell why it does not work. 

On Feb 15a dense fog prevented further firing 
and the Bard continued their experiments to de- 
termine the best conditions for detonating gas 
cotton. 

These experiments showed that while eight grains 
of fulminate will not detonate ury guo cotton, six- 

grains will.

THE second battalion of the regiment, consisting of Cos. 
D, E and F, assembled at the apmory on Tuesday evening, 
Feb. 14, for instruction in the School of the Battalion. The 
line was formed with three companies of twelve files b 
Adjt. Scanlon and turaed over to the instructor, Capt.Hug 
Celeman. It was noticeable the guides did not come out on 
the line at the proper time, and seemed at a loss which way 
to face or what distance to observe. They should leave the 
column at the preparatory command so as to be posted at 
the command march, The acting adjutant did not seem to 
exert himself ia placing the guides or take his proper posi- 
tion in marching in column of fours. The instructor was 
obliged to give commands and see that they were pro- 
perly executed, as well as to assist in placing the guides. It 
was a working drill, but there was a lack of system. In exe- 
cuting on left into line, faced to the rear, the guides were 
slow in getting out. Some commands marched too far to 
the rear before halting. In the movement, close column on 
first company, the captain of the second nent allowed 
it to march too far to the right before executing fours left, 
thereby losing much time in dressing, and in the movement 
on right into line he gave thecommand front before his last 
four had arrived in its position, and also dressed his com- 
pany while he remained ia front of it. He should have been 
on its flank. [n the deployments, some of the guides did not 
leave their companies until opposite their place in line, and 
in consequence they did not bave time to properly piace 
themselves. In executing on right into line this same mis- 
take was made. In marching in column of fours the men 
did not keep the proper distance, and in executing fours 
right about from a halt, some men carried their pieces at a 
trail, others at right shoulder. One man would be enough 
to march behind the color rer when only one color is 
carried, It bas an awkward look when two men are trying 
to doit. In executing right of companies to the rear into 
column, the captain of the centre company allowed his com- 
pany to getaway from him before he executed fours left. 
The turnout of the battalion was very poor, and as it needs 
much instruction, an effort should be made to secure a bet- 
ter attendance.
